POSTERS AND SLIPS. 


AN active and experienced dealer requests us 
to urge the publishers of miscellaneous books 
to send out more freely posters and slips of 
new books. He says that he is just now carry- 
ing a nice line of summer books and has only 
been able to get ¢we posters, one for “‘ Louisi- 
ana” and one for ‘‘ Odd or Even?” Wedo not 
know what the experience of the publishers is 
in this line, or to what extent dealers make use 
of the posters when they are supplied ; we re- 
member, however, unpleasantly, that when we 
made the attempt to meet this want by a Board- 
bill, which displayed the best books of the 
fortnight, in compact but conspicuous manner, 
there were so few who availed themselves of 
the opportunity that the undertaking had to be 
abandoned. There is one objection to the 
customary show-bills—they would in their pres- 
ent shape occupy too much space should the 
publishers all at once respond to the above re- 
quest. The adoption of the small oblong show- 
card, say 53% x 9% inches, would be more advisa- 
able, as such can be hung up in the store as 
well as in the window, or at the entrance, with- 
out interfering with the display of books and 
other articles. 

It is just to add that our friend, on whose be- 
half we print this request, was a subscriber to 
the Board-bill; is a subscriber to all our pub- 


- lications, and uses, for distribution among his 


customers, editions of the Summer Number of 
the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, the Literary News, 
and our Slip List of Freshest Books. This 
Slip List, we regret to state, is going to meet 
the same. fate, for same reasons, as the Board- 
bill.

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PARIS LETTER. 


A VERY remarkable study of the dramatic art 
of antiquity has just been published by Cal- 
mann Lévy. Thetitle is ‘‘ Les deux Masques,” 
and the author Paul de Saint-Victor. The two 
Masks are Tragedy and Comedy. The work is 
divided into three series. The first series treats 
of the Greek drama, the second of Shakespeare, 
and the third of French dramatic art from the 
earliest period. The volume before us is de- 
voted entirely to A®schylus, the author passing 
in review the Persians, the Myths of Prome- 
theus, the Suppliants, the Seven Chiefs before 
Thebes, the Atrides, and Orestes with its four 
divisions, Agamemnon, the Choéphores, the 
Erynnies and the Eumenides. The second vol- 
ume will treat of Sophocles, Euripides and 
Aristophanes. 

Jouaust has published a new edition of the 
Mémoires of Piérre de |’Estoile. This volume 
contains a supplement to the Journal of Piérre 
de l’Estoile, never before published, on the 
reigns of Henry the [Vth of France and his 
predecessor, compiled at an unknown date 
and printed in 1736. 

Quantin has just published the third volume 
of the Chansonnes historiquesde France. The 
volume closes at the year D720. 

Charavay fréres have published a compilation 
of the works of Bernard Palissy by Anatole 
France after the original text. he headings 
of the different chapters are exceedingly quaint ; 
for instance: “‘ The true receipt by which all the 
men of France can learn to multiply and augment 
their treasures.” The compiler has added to 
| the usual treatise of Bernard Palissy one re- 
cently discovered called ‘“ An Estimate of a 
Grotto for the Queen-mother of the King.” 

Charpentier & Co. have published a work by 
| Paul Sebillot, called “‘ Popular Stories of Up- 
| per Britanny,” consisting of a series of tales 
which the author professes to have learned from 
the Breton peasantry. Charpentier & Co. have 
likewise published “La Noblesse Frangaise 
sous l’Ancien Régime,” by Charles Louandre ; 
“Cinq Mois au Caire,” by Gabriel Charmes ; 
“‘La Capitana,” by Lucien Biart, and “‘ Contes 
Populaires en Italie,” by Marc-Monnier. ‘‘ La 
Noblesse Frangaise” is a very conscientious 
historical study, replete with facts and based 
upon numerous and valuable documents. The 
work shows great research, and is written with 

a strong republican bias. The main idea of its 
author is to show that even in ous days the de- 
scendants of the old French nobility cannot re- 
sign themselves to the new state of things ex- 
isting since 1789. M. Charles Louandre is of 
opinion that the upper classes in France are 
opposed to the political equality prevalent under 
republican institutions. ‘Five Months in

Cairo” is a very interesting narrative of the 
author’s impressions and observations during 
a short residence in Egypt. ‘‘ La Capitana” is 
a book on Mexican life. The framework is 
similar to that of Lucien Biart’s previous works. 
The Doctor Bernagius recounts how in his 
youth, while journeying from Orizaba to Pu- 
ebla, in order to pass his examination, he fell 
into the hands of a band of brigands com- 
manded by “ La Capitana,” and then Bernagius 
relates the exciting adventures which befell 
| him. ‘‘Les Contes Populaires en Italie” is a 
| very superior work of the kind. M. Monnier 
passed many wears in Italy and appears well 
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versed in the different dialects of the Ital- 
ian Peninsula. He has made good use of the 
collections of Vittorio Imbriani, de Gubernatis, 
Bernoni Pitré and Madame Coronedi Berti. 

Renouard has published a work which will 
interest many readers. It is called “ L’Arta 
Paris,” by Tullo Massarani. Art at Paris, such 
as M. Massarani understands it, is not Parisian 
art only, but modern art, such as one could 
judge of it from a series of visits to the picture 
galleries of the Paris Exhibition in 1878. 

Hennuyer has published ‘‘ Les Voyages du 
Camoéns,” by Raoul de Navery. This work is 
a biographical sketch of the life of Camoéns, 
compiled from various sources, and the author 
presents to the public several poetical frag- 
ments by Camoéns never before published. 

Dentu has just published a contemporary 
romance by Victor Tissot and Charles Amero, 
called “La Russie Rouge.” It is a very good 
specimen of the new kind of novel, very much 
in vogue at present, of which the heroes and 
heroines are Nihilists. The book commences 
with a quotation from a Persian poet: “The 
year is but winter without end—nine months 
white and three months green.” The object of 
the authors is to draw a picture of Russian life 
other than that of the Chateau, which up to this 
moment has been exclusively the field of 
French romance writers, when treating on life 
in Russia. M. Jules Clarétie belongs to that 
interesting class of beings who wash their 
country’s uncleanliness in the gaze of civiliza- 
tion. His new work, ‘‘ La Maitresse,” published 
by Dentu, will no doubt find readers in the 
United States. The book is thoroughly Pa- 
risian, and no doubt according to the author’s 
lights is quite interesting. It contrasts the two 
phases of existence—life with wife and child 
and life with a mistress. 

Ernest Renan has given to the world, under 
the auspices of Calmann Lévy,his Conferences 
in England on Rome and Christianity, delivered 
at the Hibbert Lectures. 

Didier & Co. have published ‘“ La Ville sous 
l’Ancien Régime” by Albert Babeau, and ‘‘ La 
Vie municipale au 15¢me siécle dans le nord de 
France,” by Baron A, de Calonne. Both works 
show great research and throw great light on 
the subject of which they treat. 





LIBRARY NOTES. 


THE Kélnische Zeitung announces the death, 
on the r4th ult., of the Rev. Dr. Ennen, the 
archivist and librarian of the city of Cologne, 
who had a considerable reputation all over 
Germany for his historical investigations and 
knowledge. His ‘History of Cologne” is a 
work of great merit. 

DuRING the year ending June 30, 1880, the 
home circulation of the Indianapolis Public 
Library was 137,621 volumes, the reading-room 
consultation of books 59,111, and of periodicals 
54,740, making a total of 251,472 pieces handled 
during the year. The new library building is 
nearly ready for occupancy, the date for removal 
being now fixed at about the middle of August. 


ON the 13th inst., the villa of Théodore Momm- 
sen, the distinguished German professor and 


. antiquarian, at Charlottenburg, a suburb of Ber- 


lin, was burned down, and with it the famous 
Mommsen library, consisting of a very valuable 
collection of scientific and historical works, 
etc., collected with great trouble and expense 


from all over the world. The loss is irrepara- 
ble. Professor Mommsen was severely in- 
jured by trying to save a portion of his collec- 
tion. 


THE Atheneum announces the death of Mr. 
William Henry Turner, at the age of fifty-two. 
He was employed for many years in the Bod- 
leian Library, and, although self-taught, had 
acquired a considerable knowledge of Latin 
and English paleography as well as of English 
history, as may be seen from the following pub- 
lications of his: 1. “ The Visitation of the 
County of Oxford taken in the Year 1566 by 
William Harvey,” etc., London, 1871; 2. “A 
Chronological List of all that has borne Office 
in the City of Oxford, 1781 to 1876” (in single 
sheets); 3. ‘‘ Calendar of Charters and Rolls 
preserved in the Bodleian Library,” 1878; 4. 
**Selections from the Records of the City of 
Oxford,” 1880; 5. ‘“‘The Index to the First 
Seven Volumes of the Dodsworth ss. in the 
Bodleian Library” (not published).
